COLUMBUS, June 30 — The 
state apportionment board has 
deferred until July 17 any action1 
on 
designing 
the 
number 
of 
state senators and representa-; 
tives to which each district or* 
county shell be entitled for the 
next ten years. 
Two 
factors 
influenced 
the 
postponement. One was the ques­ 
tion of setting up iiummit Coun­ 
ty, now in the 24th-26th senator-1 
lal district, as a separate sena­ 
torial district. The other was the 
fact that final cenjt.s figures for 
the townships in Monroe and No­ 
ble Counties have not been re- J 
ceived 
from 
Washington. 
The 


two counties are split between 
two senatorial districts. 
The 
apportionment 
b o a r d , ! 
composed of the governor, the 
secretary of state and the state 
auditor meets after each decen-i 
mal year to determine the mem­ 
bership of the state senate and 
the house of representatives. 
The population of the state— 
now 7.946,627—is divided by IOO 
to determine the house ratio and 
by 35 to determine the senatorial 
ratio. However, fractional ratios i 
are considered, which could give 
a district or a vountv a different' 
number of representatives in the! 
different sessions of the legisla­ 
ture.
